John Broderick o£ Chicago, on the 
wilnesa stand before the committee 
of United States senators investigat­ 
ing the Larimer case, said today tnat 
purposely lie withheld the names of 
certain witnesses at tne time of the 
previous federal inquiry, a year ago. 
“I mas under indictment on a con­ 
spiracy charge in Sangamon county," 
¡Broderick testified, "and was yet to 
face trial on that charge. 
So when 
investigators asked me if there were 
other people aside from those 
al­ 
ready known, in my saloon wnen I 
m et Senator Holstlaw, 1 refused to 
give the inforpiation. 
1 did so on 
advice of counsel.” 
Broderick and State Representa­ 
tive Robert E. Wilson were the only 
witnesses before the committee to­ 
day. 
Broderick will be recalled to 
the stand tomorrow to complete his 
direct examination by counsel for the 
committee. 
The records of Wilson’s safe de­ 
posit box in the First National bank 
building when submitted,to the com­ 
m ittee showed that Wilson 
rented 
t&a box on July 13» 1999. 


Fails to Remember Telegrams. 
Senator Jones and Attorney Mar 
hie questioned the witness regarding 
telegrams sent to the legislators who 
met Wilson a t the Southern hotel in 
St. Louis. 
One of these telegrams 
was addressed to Former Represent­ 
ative Charles A. White at O’Fallon, 
111. 
This message asked White 
to 
meet Wilson in St. Louis at 
the 
tim e of the so-called bathroom epi­ 
sode. The telegram was dated July 
14, 1909. 
The meeting in St. Louis took 
place on July 16, 1909. 
Wilson tes­ 
tified that he could not remember 
sending any such message to White. 
Then you disclaim all responsibil­ 
ity for this message to White?" ask­ 
ed Senator Jones. 
“Yes, I.d o .” 
“Now isn't;it a fact that.this trip 
to St. . Louis was arranged by Lee 
0,’NeiI,Browne and that Browne sent 
tjie telegram s'to those who were to 
meet you?" Attorney Marble asked'. 
'.that's* false.”

“No, that is not true," Wilson re 
plied. 
Wilson resumed.) the 
stand

cross-examination when the commit 
tee re-convened in the afternoon. 
Tells o r Former. Evidence. 
Under interrogation by Attorney 
Hanecy he related his experiences 
before the Cook 
county 
criminal 
court a t the time of the Lee O’Neil 
Browne and other trials which fol­ 
lowed publication of the Charles 'A. 
White story in 1910. 
He told 
of 
his indictment by grand juries 
in 
Cook and Sangamon 
counties 
on 
charges of perjury and conspiracy. 
Senator Kern secured from Wilson 
an admission that Lee O'Neil-Browne 
secured counsel for -Wilson in all 
these m atters and that to date Wil­ 
son ‘has paid Browne nothing for 
such services. 
. 
Members of the committee asked 
Wilson ipany 
questions 
regarding 
the Canadian, trip 
which 
Wilson 
made in the fall of 1910 at the time 
the previous federal senatorial com­ 
m ittee was meeting in Chicago. Wil­ 
son said he made a portion of this 
trip with a traveling salesman of the 
name of Brown. 
“I met Brown In Detroit,” Wilson 
testified, “and went to St. Thomas 
with him. 
I had known him well 
years ago, when I was in the grocery 
business. 
The witness denied an intimation 
by Attorney Marble that the travel­ 
ing. salesman was a relative of Lee 
O’Neil Browne. 
- .Senator Kenyon asked Wilson if 
the Edward Hines Lumber company 
had Contributed to Wilson’s primary 
campaign fund. 
“No,” replied Wilson. 
‘What did your campaign cost 
you?" 
“From $500 to $700." 
liquor 
interests 
con­ 
tribute to this?" 
“No, they did not.” 
Wilson was excused *at this point 
Broderick Takes Stand.' 
State Senator John Broderick of 
Chicago who was charged with hav­ 
ing paid former State Senator D. W. 
(Holstlaw $2,500'in connection with 
the Lorlmer election, followed Wil 
aon on the witness stand. 
Attorney 
Megly began the interrogation of 
Broderick by asking when the wit­ 
ness first heard of the candidacy of 
Mr. Lorlmer. 
“ Three or four weeks before the 
election.. I was aboard a train go 
ing from Chicago to Springfield, 
testified Broderick.

I asked him why 
he didn’t become a candidate for 
the senatorship.

“Some days or possiWy weeks lat­ 
er. . John M. Smyth, now dead, the 
furniture dealer, came to me 
and 
priced me if I would cast my . vote 
fopiMr»v Lorlmer. 
I said I would." 


“In my saloon on the west side/ 
here in Chicago." 
“When did you next hear of Mr. 
Lorlmer’s candidacy?" 
“The morning of the day that Mr. 
Lorlmer Vas elected." 
“Who talked to you of the mat­ 
ter?" 
“Mr. Lorimer." 
“What did he say?" 
“He said, ’John I’m going to win 
to day.’ 
I said, ‘Go ahead, you’ve 
got my vote’," 
Broderick said that this was the 
first Democratic vote 
cast in the 
senate on the joint legislative bal­ 
lot which elected Lorimer as sen­ 
ator. 
He said his only reason for 
doing so was his friendship for Lorl­ 
mer.

Denies Paying Holstlaw' Money. 
It was Hopkins or Lorimer and 
it was Loriaiei' for me," Broderi/ck 
said. 
“What time of day was it t?aat 
you met Mr. H oltslaw /at your sa­ 
loon?" 
“About 10 or-10:30 o’clock in thi 
morning, I think. 
“Did 
you and Senator Holsxtlaw 
have anything to drink?”

Springfield, 111., Oct. 19—TJhe Chi­ 
cago labor delegation failed today in 
a fight against the compensation bill 
in the State Federation contention. 
James B. Connors of Chicago stated 
that the Chicago federation of labor 
wanted a liability bill rather than a 
compensation bill and criticised Gov­ 
ernor 'Deneen for vetoing, the liabil­ 
ity bill. 
The bill was defended by Presi­ 
dent E. R. Wright of the confedera­ 
tion, and John Walker, president of 
the U. M. W. A. of Illfttois. 
They 
stated that agitation against the bill 
was inspired by “ big ,business inter­ 
est«” and intimated fchat those 
in 
the federation who ¡were interested 
in having the bill taiken ffom the 
statute books were in\ league . with 
William Lorimer and those interests 
w'ho seated him in. the senate. 
After a discussion lasting almost 
the entire day, a motion was made 
to continue the regular order 
of 
business which had been suspended. 
After this was done,; a motion was 
made and carried to. make the in­ 
coming officers of the federation a 
committee to employ; legal counsel 
and advise the locals in the federa­ 
tion of’ the best methods of enforc­ 
ing this compensation b ill.. The mo­ 
tion was passed by a large major­ 
ity. 
» 
The convention adopted a resolu­ 
tion for' the return of J .; J McNa­ 
m ara, to Indiana for a fair and im­ 
partial trial and expressing, the sym­ 
pathy of the convention and its sin­ 
cere belief in the innocence of the 
McNamara brothers of thé charges 
against them in dynamiting the Los 
Angeles Times building. 
Today’s developments • practically 
insure the re-election of 
President 
W right to the leadership of the con­ 
federation. 
The election will 
be 
held the last thing before the con­ 
vention closes probably j tomorrow 
night.

Senator Nelson W. Aldrich of Rhode 
Island to day submitted to the na­ 
tional 
monetary 
commission 
of 
which he is chairman, a revision of 
his plan for monetary legislation. 
The commission may use it as 
the 
basis of its 
recommendations 
to 
congress. 
The basic principles of the revised 
plan are substantially the same as 
those embodied in 
Mr. 
Aldrich’s 
first proposal, sent to the commission 
last January, which he said he ex­ 
pected would serve as a basis for 
national 
discussion. 
Important 
phases w^iich were then unsettled 
and those which,have since been in­ 
volved are treated in the recommen­ 
dations sent to the committee today. 
Most of the questions are rehandled 
•With the great detail as thè result 
of discussions and conferences which 
have been going on since the plap 
was first suggested. 
Fifteen Financial Districts. 
Briefly, the plan still provides for 
the organization of the National Re­ 
serve association with capital of ap­ 
proximately $300,000,000, in which 
the/U nited States government 
and 
banks owning shares in the associa^ 
tion Bhall be the only depositors. 
The plan of dividing 
the 
United 
states at first into fifteen financial 
^districts remains 
unchanged. 
In 
each district the banks shall form 
local associations of their own, which 
in turn wilFhe represented in 
the 
branches pnd finally in the central 
organization through 
a system of 
election of directors, which, it 
is 
said, will make it impossible for any 
section or set of bankers to control 
the whole. 
To ’provide for the $730,000,000 
of the 2 per cent government bonds 
now* owned by the national banks 
and'used as the basis of note clrcu 
latioh which are to be absorbed by 
the'reserve association, it is propos 
ed.-that upon the application of the 
réserve association the secretary of 
/the treasury shall exchange the 2 
per cent bonds which, the association 
will buy from the banks at par and 
accured* interest, for a new issue of 
3 per cent* securities, 
payable 
'years after the date of issue. 
/ 
' To Fay Franchise Tax. ' 
The Reserve association 
will 
pay to the government 
a 
special 
franchise tax ofy 1 % per cent per 
year on the amount of such bon7s. 
As the government’s actual interest 
cfharge on the 2 per cent is not .ac­ 
tually 1% per cent; since the banks 
pay back a àalf of one per cent as 
a tax when the bonds are used as 
the basis o£, note circulation, this 
will reimburse the government for 
the extra interest.it will be called 
upon to pay as a .result of exchang­ 
ing the 2’s and . 9%. 
One effect of thè exchange will be 
to enable the government to provide 
permanently for a large portion a t 
the interest bearing public debt at 
a net interest, charge of 1 % 
per 
cent. 
This arrangement proposes a 
solution of what many financiers de­ 
clared the' greatest obstacle to the 
plan. 
It disposes permanently 
of 
the bond secured currency without 
loss to the government and without 
imposing up the reserve association 
the ownership of the $730,000,000 
two per cent bonds. 
Requirements For Membership. 
One important change is the ad­ 
mission to membership of the state 
banks and trust companies, 
which 
conform to a required standard,.’ 
A 
state bank or trust company tdV.be 
eligible, must conform to the same 
tandards as national banks regard­ 
ing the'relation of its capital to the 
population 
of 
the community it 
serves or regarding the reserves to, 
qp held against deposits; and must 
.^conform to a certain standard 
re­ 
garding examinations and reports. 
Must Appoint Examiners. 
Another new . provision 
specifies 
that any local association may as­ 
sume and exercise the powers and 
functions of a clearing house. 
In 
this respect some existing clearing 
houses are expected to become local 
associations. 
All local associations 
will be required to-âppolnt examin­ 
ers, which is a development of the 
movement for local clearing house 
examiners, 
now 
being 
promoted 
throughout the country. 
One criti­ 
cism of the first plan was that there 
was no way to ¡remove a bank from 
an association. 
It has been provid­ 
ed that all local associations may 
suspend a bank which fails to main- 
taijuifls reserves or comply with oth­ 
e r requirements of the law. 


AVIATOR ELY DIES 


Fell Fifty Feet at Georgia State F air 
and Received Fatal Injuries— 
Death Soon Followed. 


Macon, Ga., Oct. 19.—Eugene Ely, 
aviator, was fatally injured In the 
state fair grounds this afternoon, 
shortly after 3 o’clock, when his ma­ 
chine failed to rise from a sensation­ 
al dip and plunged with him fifty 
feet to the ground. 
He fell in the 
middle of the inclosure of the race 
track, after almost clearing the ma­ 
chine by a vlesperato leap When he 
realized his peril. 
His body 
was 
broken in a score of ¡places and he 
died a few minutes later, regaining 
consciousness just long enough 
to 
mutter: 
^ 
“I lost control—I know I am go­ 
ing to die.” 
Ely mad^ a flight this morning, 
ascending to an altitude of 
3,100 
feet. 
At 2:45 o'clock he began his 
second flight of the 
day, 
rising 
gracefully from the track inclosure, 
which he circledjn a few minutes, 
travelling ab o u t'3 0 miles an hour. 
As he was completing the circuit be 
made a dip, seemingly to startle the 
thousands beneath him. 
t The machine shot down with great 
velocity and the crowd applauded, 
thinking the aviator 'would rise as 
he had done many times before. But 
Ely seemed to lose his grip on the 
lever, for the machine continued its 
downward plunge to the earth. 
He 
released the lever and half jumped, 
barely clearing the aeroplane as it 
crashed to the ground. 
The machine was demolished and 
Ely struck with terrific force. 
He 
died shortly after reaching the hos­ 
pital. 
Ely left bis wife in New York two 
weeks ago to come to Macon to give 
a series of flights for the Georgia 
state fair in his Curtiss biplane. He 
had been giving spectacular flights 
here for eight days, going up on one 
occasion In a rainstorm. 
Today he 
even offered to make a flight 
by 
nighS, painting his craft with phos­ 
phorus. 
“So as to startle the natives,” he 
told the fair directors. 
The offer was declined for 
the 
reason that he wanted a thousand 
dollars. 
A telegram was sent to the avia­ 
tor’s father, N. D. Ely, at Davenport, 
la., notifying him of his son’s death. 
Father Goes After Body. 
Davenport, la., Oct. 19.— N. 
D. 
Ely, father of Eugene Ely, the avia­ 
tor killed at Macon, Ga., today, left 
for the Georgia city late this after­ 
noon to bring back the body of his 
son for burial. 
The elder Ely Is a 
lawyer. 
The aviator m'ade exhibi­ 
tion flights in this city about two 
weeks ago.. On ane| 
Ely with hiui. “"'fliqy'.'were forced to 
descend and an .e^ajnlnation disclos­ 
ed that four of the . five bolts in one 
of the propellers of the machine had 
been,broken. 
Ely during his flights here 
was 
asked by one of his former friends 
and neighbors bow long he expected 
to ¡remain in the flying business. 
“Oh, I’ll do like, the rest of them 
—keep it up until 1 am killed,” was 
the reply. 
Ely" was chauffeur untjd 
he learned to. fly In California sev­ 
eral years ago. 
He *wa» born ^4t, 
Williamsburg, near here, about 37 
years ago.
